funds urged for 
social programs

Conceding beforehand that their aj> 
peals probably were futile, a handful of 
citizens nevertheless appealed to the 
City Council Monday night to give con­ 
sideration to other projects when the 
revenue sharing allocations for 1977-78 
are made 
Bob Livingston, assistant to the city 
administrator, conducted the hearing, 
which lasted less than an hour to receive 
public input on how the $235.000 available 
in the coming fiscal year should be spent 
“ I have a great fear that my ap­ 
pearance here tonight is an exercise in 
wheel-spinning.” said Harry Crompe. 
speaking as president of the Lompoc 
Valley Drug Abuse Council 
“ Since the inception of revenue shar­ 
ing our city government has not in­ 
dicated any willingness to allocate any 
such dollars for what are commonly 
known as social programs." Crompe 
continued, adding that he was not asking 
for any specific amount for the program 


• I am here only to strongly urge that 
the members of the City Council, in their 
budget deliberations, conduct serious 
discussion on changing their present 
policy I am hopeful that they will make 
this change and set up some sort of 
machinery for next year to allow con­ 
sideration by social programs in this city 
to receive some revenue sharing 
dollars ” 


Crompe cited the advancements that 
have been made in controlling drug 
abuse in the city, all by voluntary effort 
with minimal support through Santa Bar­ 
bara County revenue sharing funds This 
support has been so meager, he added, 
that the staff of Dawn House and the 
Drop-In Center, two facilities operated 
by the council, has not had any increase 
in salary since the inception of the 
program three years ago 
Other organizations that help keep the 
crime rate down in the community by 
counseling and giving proper programs 


for youth also are deserving of support, 
he said, citing specifically the Boys’ and 
Girls clubs 
Alberta Morgan complained that her 
prior appeals for a youth center had not 
been acknowledged or acted upon by the 
council She also objected to the coun­ 
cil’s procedure for hearing citizen 
requests for revenue sharing use 
She also supported a paramedic 
program, which was proposed in detail 
by Helen Elliott Mrs Elliott read from 
a 
manual describing the paramedic 
program and requested that $78.000 be 
allocated from revenue sharing to es­ 
tablish such a program in Lompoc 
Valley 
This is the only area in the county that 
will not have paramedic services after 
July 1 she contended 
Sidney Smith verbally supported a 
written request that had been submitted 
on behalf of Hospice of Santa Barbara, 
ln<' 
for a $3,350 allocation to this 
program which provides services for 
persons with terminal illnesses 
June Ryan urged that some money be 
allocated from revenue sharing to pave 
the unpaved alleys in Lompoc, “ starting 
with mine.” she pleaded 
At the outset of the hearing, Livingston 
pointed out that it will be the city staff s 
recommendation to the council that 
revenue sharing be used m the coming 
year as it has in the past — to pay the 
salaries of police and fire department 
personnel 


Mavor Charlotte Benton said during 
the hearing that there is not enough 
money from revenue sharing to do suf­ 
ficient good by doling out small amounts 
to several different programs 


“ We have tried to put it where it will 
do the most good for the most people, 
and that is in the administration of the 
public safety programs of the city.” she 
said 
A second hearing on revenue sharing 
will come during the council’s review of 
the proposed budget on June 6 


Mission Hills 
residents form 
school patrols 


Vandals and burglars have racked Los 
Berros Sc hool for an estimated $3 000 
this vear and Mission Hills parents have 
organized a patrol to put a stop to the los­ 
ses 
The group is a loose knit organization 
of 22 parents who patrol at random, 
anytime during ntght or day or early 
morning hours, according to Joe Plum­ 
mer who lives near the school on Via 
Lato 
Plummer walks from his home each 
day. with Zeke. his white German 
Shepherd dog. on a leash at his side, 
makes a circuit of the school grounds, 
tries the doors, looks for broken windows 
and generally inspects the situation and 
the terrain 
Plummer said losses due to burglaries 
and vandalism have mounted in recent 
months In the latest incident. Plummer 
said burglars stole electronic equipment 
valued at nearly $1.000 


Most of the burglaries have been com­ 
mitted by juveniles, according to Plum­ 
mer One youthful burglar broke into the 
school a few minutes after close of the 
school day The incident prompted the 
group to patrol the school during the day 
also. Plummer said 


Carter will sign tax bill 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — President 
Carter promised today to sign tax 
legislation approved by Congress Mon­ 
day which he said will “ save people 
money and create jobs “ 
Under the measure, three-fourths of 
American taxpayers — the almost 50 
million who use the standard deduction 
will receive unusually simple tax 
forms next year and most will pay less 
taxes 
In a statement issued by the White 
House while Carter was in Los Angeles 
for a speech to the United Auto Workers 
Union, the President said 


“ I will sign into law a permanent $4 
billion tax cut through increases in the 
standard deductions Eighty per cent of 
this relief will go to families with in­ 
comes of less than $15,000 a year 
And 3 3 million low income taxpayers 
will no longer have to pay any federal in­ 
come taxes at all. 
“ This measure is going to save people 
money and create jobs,’’ the President 
said “ It is also going to save a lot of 
time and headaches next April because 
75 per cent of all taxpayers will then be 
able to take the standard deduction and 
complete their taxes in one big step ’ 


The parents have made arrangements 
with nearby homes for use of telephones 
to call the sheriff in the event of trouble 
Some but not all of the parents patrol 
with dogs 


But the main strategy is to patrol at 
odd hours, Plummer said Parents who 
work on the swing or graveyard shifts 
will patrol in the early hours of the morn­ 
ing. while daytime workers do their 
work in the early evening or late after­ 
noon

legislation 


SACRAM ENTO (U P li - Citizens 
wanting to create new counties would 
have to inform voters of possible tax in­ 
creases. budgets for proposed counties 
and maximum tax rates under a bill ap­ 
proved by the Senate Local Government 
Committee 
A companion bill by Sen 
David 
Roberti, D-Los Angeles, would allow 
local governments to seek state reim­ 
bursement for expenses surrounding the 
formation of new counties 
The measure requiring voters to be in­ 
formed of possible tax increases (SB702) 
also would require distribution of county 
assets between the new and old counties 
On a vote of 4-2, however, the commit­ 
tee inserted provisions limiting the new 
rules to counties with populations of 
more than 500,000 On a 4-3 vote, the 
committee also inserted a provision 
preventing the City of Los Angeles from 
being divided 
Roberti said the changes were 
“ needed to protect the counties being 
divided 


LOS A N G ELES (U P I) — Answering 
liberal critics in a major speech. Presi­ 
dent Carter today promised to submit a 
national health insurance plan early next 
year and said the welfare system must 
be “ thoroughly redesigned ” 
But “ we cannot do everything.” he 
said, warning that hard choices must be 
made by Americans to reach his goals of 
a strong economy and a balanced federal 
budget by 1981 
“ I believe we can be fiscally responsi­ 
ble and still satisfy the needs of our peo­ 
ple And 1 believe we cannot satisfy our 
needs unless we are competent and ef­ 
ficient,” he said in remarks prepared for 
the United Auto Workers convention 
Carter flew here early today for the 
speech, obviously aimed at answering 
Democratic critics such as Sen George 
McGovern who claim he is foregoing 
w elfare reform and other social 
programs to balance the budget 
Before flying back to Washington early 
Wednesday, he also arranged to answer 
questions from Los Angeles citizens on a 
regional television broadcast and to take 
a close look at drought conditions in 
crop-rich Southern California 
Sen Ejdward Kennedy D-Mass 
in a 
speech to the CAW Monday, asked 
Carter to set a target date for national 
health insurance 
“ I am committed to the phasing in of a 
workable national health insurance 
system,” Carter told the auto workers 
“ We are aiming to submit legisative 
proposals early next year 
He also declared that the welfare 
system 
“ m ust 
be 
th o ro u g h ly 
redesigned 
“ Tinkering will not be enough.” said 
the President, who has already asked for 
sweeping revisions to tighten controls 
over the food stamp program 
“ It's not legitimate spending on human 
needs that causes our deficits,” said 
Carter 
“ It is principally inadequate 
revenues from a sluggish economy that 
create them 
“ Cutting back program-' that really 
help people is not the way to balance the 
budget But even w ith adequate revenues 
we will have some hard choices about 
how we spend the taxpayers money We 
cannot afford to do everything 
But in stressing those hard choices 
which must be made by Americans, 
Carter gave no indication ho will back 
down from a demand for higher taxes on 
big. gas-guzzling automobiles to please 
the UAW 


“ You and 1 have honest differences of 
opinion over some aspects of my 
proposals” for saving energy*. Carter 
said “ But I don’t hestitate to ask for 
your help, because I know you have done 
that in the past ’’ 


Outgoing UAW president Leonard 
Woodcock this week blasted the tax on 
big cars and asked Carter to withdraw it 
“ We can cut both unemployment and 
inflation." Carter told the auto workers 
“ And I believe our policies will help us 
reach both these goals. ’ he said 
He alj*o laid heavy emphasis on the 
need for support for his energy program 
“ You know that meeting our energy 
goals will be tough,” he said “ It will 
require sacrifice from everyone in the 
country ” 
But he told the union that the fuel 
crisis could not be used as “ an excuse for 
not cleaning up our air 


“ 1 have proposed tough but fair air 
pollution standards,” he said “ We have 
got to improve the efficiency of our 
cars ” 
Before flying back to Washington after 
midnight. Carter planned a flight over 
the Central Valley for an aerial inspec­ 
tion of reservoirs affected by the two 
year drought, and a walking tour of an 
olive and almond orchard in Fresno, one 
of the hard-hit drought areas 
At a news conference last week. 
Carter billed his speech to the auto 
workers as an answer to critics and his 
own inventory of his accomplishments 
But White House Press Secretary Jody 
Powell said Carter did not plan an 
elaborate defense of himself against the 
liberals 
“ We are going to irritate the right and 
left to do what we have to do.” Powell 


added “ It will be a speech to take stock 
of his record 
Sen 
George McGovern. D-S.D 
has 
charged Carter is “ out of step with the 
mainstream of the Democratic party be­ 
cause of his failure to boost social 
programs and his fiscal conservatism 
He said he spoke at the urging of other 
liberals, but Carter dismissed his rebuke 
as that of “ one senator ” 
The President faced some hostility 
from the auto workers for his proposals 
to put higher taxes on gas guzzling autos 
Outgoing UAW President Leonard Wood­ 
cock, who is expected to be named chief 
U S envoy to Peking, called the tax 
“ wrong.” and said it “ is not properly 
thought 
through and should 
be 
withdrawn ”

The state plan, said Hedlund, is to 
preserve the rural atmosphere of the 
area by acquiring development rights, 
rather than bv purchase of the land 
beside the mission, which was opposed 
by owners now farming the land 


Although much of the land sought by 
the state is in agricultural preserves. 
Hedlund said there was no long-range as­ 
surance that it would remain so. and 
reminded them in the past that “ many 


preserve 


historical sites have been lost by lack of 
foresight 
Landowners can remain and keep the 
lands in agriculture indefinitely through 
the acquisition plan explained to them 
said Hedlund 
The board also requested the Planning 
Commission to designate 
appropriate 
zoning for these lands 
Supervisor Fletcher of Santa Mena 
noting that 11 committee members had 
either opposed the move or abstained 
from voting, said he was reluctant to ap­ 
prove the resolution on an item that was 
not on the regular agenda, and should be 
accorded a noticed public hearing 
Supervisor Hedlund said he considered 
the vote a “ decisive one after a three- 
hour hearing ."

B EIR U T . Lebanon (U P li — Saudi 
Arabian Oil Minister Ahmed Zaki 
Yamam says his country is sticking to its 
decision to keep oil prices down — con­ 
trary to reports it was near a com­ 
promise with fellow oil producers 
“ Saudi Arabia has not altered its posi­ 
tion on the current price system.” 
Yamam said Monday 
The powerful oil minister spoke to 
reporters in Abu Dhabi, where he met 
with his oil ally Sheikh Zayed ben Sultan 
al Nahyan. leader of the United Arab 
Emirates 
Saudi Arabia and the Emirates split 
with the other 11 members of the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries last December 
The 11 “ hardliners,” led by Iran and 
Iraq, voted a 10 per cent hike for the first 
half of 1976 and another 5 per cent to go 
into effect July 1 But Saudi Arabia and 
the Emirates bucked the majority, vow­ 
ing to raise prices no more than 5 per 
cent for the entire year 
The authoritative Middle East 
Economic Survey said last week the 11 
producers had decided to forego the 5 per 
cent hike scheduled for July, an apparent 


concession to Saudi Arabia s policy of 
moderation 
This triggered speculation that Saudi 
Arabia may have opened the door slight­ 
ly to a possible compromise solution 
raising its prices to 8 per cent and there­ 
by narrowing the gap between the rival 
producers to only 2 per cent 
But Yamam squelched this by saying 
the matter “ was not the subject of dis­ 
cussion during any contact 
He said “ attempts to unify oil prices 
have not produced a satisfactory result 
so far” but added that “ Saudi Arabia 
hopes a solution will be reached in this 
connection 
Yamam said Saudi Arabia s losses 
from the fire last week at Abqaiq — the 
country’s second largest oilfield — were 
“ small and much less than what was 
reported in the press ” He said the losses 
“ are now being computed 
Some analysts speculated that the fire, 
which damaged cru cial pumping 
facilities handling two-thirds of the Saudi 
oil production, might have hampered the 
Saudi drive to increase production and 
affected its bargaining posture with the 
11 hard-liners

WASHINGTON (U P I) - Less than 
two cans of diet soda a day — not the 800 
cans claimed by the soft drink industry 
— can cause cancer, a coalition of scien­ 
tists and congressmen warned Monday 


The group, including Ralph Nader, 
held a news briefing to outline the threat 
posed by saccharin, the widely used ar­ 
tificial sweetener soon to be available 
only as an over the counter drug 


Nadar three scientists and four con- 


gressmen, defended the Canadian tests 
that showed rats develop bladder cancer 
when fed large amounts of saccharin 
The Food and Drug Administration has 
ordered saccharin off the market 
because of the studies, limiting its 
availability to drug stores 
Nader said the diet soft drink industry 
distorted the test results when it 
suggested a person would have to drink 
800 cans of diet soda a day to duplicate 
the cancer developed by rats 


NATO chiefs ok Carter proposals 


BRUSSELS. Belgium (U P I) — NATO 
defense ministers today approved Presi­ 
dent Carter’s proposals to boost alliance 
effectiveness and agreed to aim at a 3 
per cent annual increase in their defense 
spending — all dedicated to improving 
and developing their military hardware 
Diplomatic sources said the ministers 
unanimously approved Carter’s call for 
an emergency program to improve 
NATO defenses against conventional at­ 
tack over the next year to 18 months 
Looking further ahead, the ministers 


also agreed to a longterm plan aimed at 
increasing alliance cooperation on a 
number of agreed projects designed to 
match anticipated Soviet might in the 
1980s 
The sources said that all 13 nations 
present at the defense ministers con­ 
ference - France and Greece play no 
part in NATO military activities — 
agreed on the need for an annual 3 per 
cent increase in defense spending, all of 
which would be dedicated to improving 
and developing military hardware

Three-fourths of American tax­ 
payers — the almost 50 million 
who use the standard deduction 
— will face surprisingly simple 
tax forms next April 15 and 
most will pay less tax under a 
bill awaiting President Carter's 
signature 
The legislation given final 
congressional approval Monday 
contains fewer special interest 
amendments than most major 
tax bills but still manages to 
provide benefits to the elderly, 
independent oil drillers, a hand­ 
ful of chicken farmers, and 
businesses which hire more 
employes this year than last 
Carter is expected to sign the 
bill, which he requested as an 
economic stimulus measure in 
January 
The economy began 
recovering before the bill could 
wade through Congress, howe­ 
ver. and its major feature — a 
$50 per person tax rebate — was 
dropped 
The bill still contains $9 1 
billion ¡n tax relief for in­ 
dividuals over the rest of this 
fiscal year and next, and $3 2 
billion for business 
Tax forms for the 1977 tax 


year will be greatly simplified 
Anyone who uses the standard 
deduction will be required only 
to determine total income, then 
look up taxes owed on a table 
that fits the number of family 
members 
Exemptions, credits and the 
standard 
deduction 
will 
be 
folded into the tables, requiring 
no calculations 
All couples and many single 
persons who use the standard 
deduction also w ill get an 
average $121 tax cut as the stan­ 
dard deduction is increased to a 
flat rate of $3.200 for couples 
and $2.200 for single persons 
But singles making more than 
$13,750 w ill be hit with an 
average $51 per year increase 
as part of an effort to reduce 
the "m arriage penalty 
the 
amount of deductions that two 
single persons lose when they 
marry

Fewer students, higher costs 


The 
number 
of students 
enrolled in the nation's public 
elem entary 
and 
secondary 
schools has been going down 
little by little every year since 
1971. when enrollment reached 
a peak of more than 46 million. 
This year, it is 43.721,000. 
Population forecasts indicate 
that the decline will continue 
to 1983, down to about 40 
million. 
Interestingly, 
despite 
this 
two per cent decline in public 
school enrollment, total ex­ 
penditures for public elem en­ 
tary and secondary schools in 
the same period have soared 
— from $40.7 billion in 1969-70 
to $67.1 billion in 1975-76. This 
represents an increase of 65 


per cent. 
Something else has been go­ 
ing up — the state and federal 
share of the education dollar. 
Before World War II, local 
governments 
provided 
over 
two-thirds of all support for 
public schools, the states fur­ 
nished less than one-third and 
federal support was negligi­ 
ble. 
But 1975-76. reports the Tax 
Foundation, the state share 
had risen to 44 per cent and the 
federal contribution was eight 
per c e n t, 
but 
the 
sh a re 
financed by local governments 
had fallen to 48 per cent. The 
figures are national averages. 
In 
New 
H am pshire and 
North Dakota, for example, 


the state governments provide 
less than 15 per cent of total 
school funds, contrasted with 
Hawaii, which finances 93 per 
cent, with the federal govern­ 
m e n t 
s u p p l y i n g 
t h e 
remainder. 
Expenditures per pupil are 
also vastly different from 
state to state. New York, 
which spends $2,179 per pupil, 
is at the top of the scale. 
Arkansas, which spends $881, 
is at the bottom. 
No matter how the statistics 
a r e 
s l i c e d , 
h o w e v e r , 
A m erican s, 
through 
their 
state, local and federal taxes, 
are spending more and more 
to educate fewer and fewer 
children.

are expensive Then cam e the job of sur­ 
veying the site and analyzing the soil, 
tasks that Long accomplished with a s­ 


sistance from his crews of professionals 
Meanwhile school personnel and stu­ 
dents and teachers were working like 
beavers 
Without that effort it would 
never have com e into being 
T hat’s one part of the picture, but 
there is another 
Readers may recall that former school 
Supt Glenn Wegner had great hopes that 
the botanic garden at Ken Adam Park 
would be a fine resource for the schools, 
only to have his hopes dashed For som e 
reason, the garden never became that 
important in the school program 
Two weeks ago, during a dinner with 
county landscape architect Rod Barrette 
and a couple officials of F nends of the 
Botanic Garden. I learned that while I 
and others were straining to create the 
outdoor classroom at 
La 
Mesa, the 
Botanic Garden was. figuratively speak­ 
ing, dying for lack of attention 
I do recall that during the work at La 
Mesa, there seem ed to be a certain 
amount of footdraggmg at the district 
level, and I said so The district people 
were openly cool to the La Mesa project 
If a few La Mesa administrators and 
teachers hadn t put their reputations on 
the line to bring the outdoor classroom 
into being 
it would never have com e 
about 
I wonder now if perhaps som e of the 
coolness was not triggered by failure of 
the district to make the Botanic Garden 
serve in lieu of the outdoor classroom 
In any event, the La Mesa project is 
now a clutter of weeds and the Botanic 
Garden is beginning to com e into its own 
The environmental camp of Ray Oakes 
and the district is a mighty step forward 
and with its substantial support from 
volunteer experts could be a test for 
volunteer programs in other fields 


If anyone could bring this about, it had 
to be Oakes He and I talked about such 
things many tim es over weekends, par­ 
ticularly when applications for outside 
funds were hanging in the balance 
Now* that the camp is actually under 
way it seem s like such a natural develop­ 
ment

I don t know how the matter was set­ 
tled because the mother took the lad by 
the hand and led him out the door When 
they returned in a few mom ents he didn’t 
have any more questions 
It was as a result of relating a similar 
experience to a friend of mine that I 
learned how to cope with this problem — 
too late, unfortunately, to have saved me 
the frustration of going through this kind 
of episode with three of my daughters So 
far I haven’t had to use it on my seven- 
year-old, Beverly. 
The incident that I recall most vividly
